picked up signals today which in­ 
dicated that a rocket is on its way 
into space 
perhaps to Ute moon. 
Although the immediate assump­ 
tion was that the rocket probably 
came from nearby Russia, Unit­ 
ed Press correspondent Henry Sha­ 
piro reported from Moscow that 
“ there is no indication here of any 
new rockets being sent up.'* 
Engineers at fie state radio sta­ 
tion and a private firm** listening 
post agreed that the signals must 
be coming from a rocket headed 
for space 
unless they w ert being 
faked by an earth station. 
Audible for Hour 
The signals were 
audible for 
•bout an hour, strengthening the 
assumption that they were from 
a space bound rocket rather than 
a new Sputnik. 
Sputnik signals 
were heard here for only about 
20 minutes at a time. 
A coastal radio station i t Tjoe- 
miH\ Norway, and West Germany’s 
Radio Control Institute in Darm­ 
stadt both picked up the signals. 
The 
British 
Broadcasting Cor­ 
poration’s listening post also heard 
the signal, but said It resembled 
an 
unexplained 
signal that hat 
been audible at about 5 a.m. i.i.L 
every day for two weeks. 
“ Our direction finders indicat­ 
ed when we heard it first that it 
did not come from within the bor­ 
ders of the U.S.S 7 .,” a BBG'of­ 
ficial said. 
Heard I<oud and Clear 
The signals were first heard in 
Helsinki at 9:55 a m. (3:55 a.m. 
e s t ). 
Engineers said they cam e 
in “ loud and clear.” 
The U. S. Naval Research Lab­ 
oratory in Washington said it had 
“ no word of any launchings." 
Finnish radio engineer Jaakko 
Holopainen said the signals were 
heard on 40.002 and 20 005 mega­ 
cycles — the frequencies used by 
the Sputn.ks. 
Holpainen said the signals must 
logically come from a moon rock­ 
et or some other vehicle heading 
into space, unless they a r e -being 
faked by an earth station. 
“ If they are real signals, Oley 
must come from a rocket heading 
into space,’’ he said. 
“A Sputnik 
signal would fade out as it passed 
around the earth.” 
Matti Vilska, an engineer at the 
private listening post, said he is 
“ almost sure’’ the signals were not 
fakes. 
They were tile familiar “ beep— 
beep—beep” signal of the Sput­ 
niks. Newsmen at the United Presa 
bureau here heard them over the 
telephone from the state radio sta­ 
tion.

Popcorn Acreage 
And Yields Down 
Sharply In 1957 
ILLINOIS: This year’s popcorn 
crop, amounting to 31.5 million 
pounds, was down sharply compar 
ed to both the 1956 crop of 52.5 
million pounds, and the 1946-55 
average of 41.1 million. Yields Ire 
quently were disappointing espe 
dally in the important southeast 
em popcorn area and statewide 
averaged only 1,700 pounds per 
acre acre compared to 2,100 pounds 
a year earlier. 
A marked reduction in acreage 
shared in this year’s decline in pro 
duction. 
Only 18.000 acres were 
harvested this year. compared to 
25,000 a year ago, and the ten-year 
average of 24.300 acres. The crop 
was plagued with wet weather in 
most areas. 
Plaiting was seriously delayed, 
to the extent that some intended 
acreage was never planted

growers in 17 states produced 251 
million pounds of ear popcorn in
